The  Spanish  Iris  are  not  quite  as  large  nor  as  tall  as  the  Dutch,  although 
the  form  and  shape  of  flower  is  identical.  They  bloom  somewhat  later 
than  the  Dutch  Iris,  but  are  preferred  by  many  for  outside  planting  as 
they  are  considered  somewhat  hardier  than  the  Dutch. 

Of  the  Spanish  Iris  King  of  the  Blues  is  the  most  popular  one,  followed 
closely  by  Belle  Chinoise  and  Cajanus  for  yellow ;  Louise  for  lavender ; 
Queen  Wilhelmina  or  British  Queen  for  white ;  La  Reconnaissance  for  dark 
bronze  which  color  does  not  exist  in  the  Dutch  varieties.

Get  them  from  the  Express  Company  immediately  upon  notice  of  arrival. 

O' 

Unpack  immediately  upon  receipt  and  if  unable  to  plant,  put  them  in  low  boxes 
and  high  hats,  in  wet  moss,  being  careful  that  the  tops  do  not  come  too  much  in  con¬ 
tact  with  the  moss,  and  put  them  in  a  cool  place  in  your  building. 

If  shipment  arrives  at  night,  be  sure  to  take  the  covers  off,  so  that  the  plants  can 
get  air  and  are  not  exposed  to  heat. 

Don^t  leave  a  shipment  of  Perennials  stand  over  Sunday,  but  unpack  first.  Some 
Perennials  have  to  be  packed  perfectly  dry  to  insure  safe  transportation.  Be  sure  to 
revive  them  in  wet  moss  and  in  a  cool  place  before  bringingf  them  out  in  the  field. 

In  planting  Perennials,  be  sure  that  the  weather  is  right.  Too  much  sun  or  dry 
warm  wind  is  harden  the  plants  and  the  results  are  sometimes  very  discouraging. 
Some  Perennials  require  shade  and  a  sprinkle  of  water  in  order  to  establish  them, 
which  can  easily  be  detected  by  the  nature  of  the  plants,  o  ^ 

Plants  with  soft,  fluffy  foliage  are  hard  to  handle.  The  following  varieties  re¬ 
quire  special  attention:  Alyssum,  Arabis,  Arenaria,  Artemisia  Silver  King,  Aubretia, 
Beilis,  Campanula,  Cerastium,  Chieranthus,  Digitalis,  Hollyhocks,  Leontipodium, 
Papaver,  Pyrethrum  and  Violas. 

Good  Perennials  cost  money  and  bills  have  to  be  paid,  so  it  pays  to  be  careful. 
Every  plant  lost  increases  the  cost  of  the  survivor.
